How Jlbuses liave their Origin.—A late Paris 


Journal relates the follow ing amusing anecdote 
as an example of the manner in which abuses 
grow up in Government:

The sentinel was stationed bv it 


to prevent any persons from touching the 
fresh paint. 
Since that time it is esti- 


mated by the French print that in thirty- 
five years sixty-five thousand men had 
taken their turns in keeping watch over 
the fresh paint.—N. Y. Post.
